Oakham’s  "leaning  elm"  was  chosen  as  the  subject  for  this  year’s 
cover  sketch  as  it  is  closely  connected  with  the  observance  of  our 
bicentennial  anniversary,  having  been  a  familiar  landmark  for  nearly 
one  hundred  years,  and  being  felled  as  the  final  event  of  the  year. 

This  giant  tree  grew  on  the  side  of  Coldbrook  Road,  near  what 
was  formerly  the  Deacon  Allen  residence.  In  1872,  when  the  tree 
was  about  50  years  old  a  tornado  of  considerable  violence  struck  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Allen  property,  destroying  the  barn  and  leaving 
the  elm  leaning  over  the  road. 

Although  leaning  at  a  precarious  angle  the  elm  survived  several 
hurricanes,  including  the  severe  one  of  1938,  many  ice  storms,  and 
high  winds  and  would  have  lasted  for  many  more  years  if  it  had  not 
become  infected  with  Dutch  Elm  disease. 

When  it  was  cut  down  and  destroyed,  on  December  28th,  it 
measured  forty  four  inches  in  diameter  at  the  butt  and  a  count  of 
the  growth  rings  indicated  that  it  was  about  150  years  old.

While  the  event  was  not  a  financial  success  it  accom¬ 
plished  its  purpose  in  that  all  who  attended  had  an  excellent 
time. 

The  final  event  of  the  year  was  the  felling  of  Oakham’s 
famous  leaning  elm  on  Friday,  December  28th.  This  great 
elm,  nearly  150  years  old,  and  leaning  over  the  Coldbrook 
Road  for  100  years,  had  been  infected  by  Dutch  Elm  disease 
in  1961  and  was  scheduled  to  be  cut  down  and  destroyed. 
However  permission  was  obtained  to  let  the  tree  stand  until 
the  end  of  our  bicentennial  year. 

In  spite  of  the  presence  of  a  “squatter”  from  our  neigh¬ 
boring  town  of  Barre,  the  tree  was  felled  with  only  a  minor 
delay.  The  felling  of  the  leaning  elm  not  only  marked  the  end 
of  a  tree  that  had  been  a  landmark  for  many  years,  but  it  also 
marked  the  end  of  our  Bicentennial  Anniversary  celebration 
and  the  end  of  an  era  in  the  history  of  Oakham. 

Thanks  to  the  cooperation  of  the  people  and  organizations 
of  town  and  the  generosity  of  individuals  and  businessmen, 
both  in  Oakham  and  in  our  surrounding  towns  the  whole  cele¬ 
bration  was  carried  out  well  within  the  original  appropria¬ 
tion  of  $1,500  and  although  final  figures  are  not  yet  available 
it  appears  that  there  will  be  a  balance  of  about  $600  left  in  the 
account  when  all  bills  are  paid  and  all  receipts  are  in. 

Much  as  we  would  like  to  give  recognition  to  those  indi¬ 
viduals  who  made  outstanding  contributions  to  the  success  of 
the  year’s  celebration,  we  realize  that  this  would  be  a  task 
far  beyond  our  abilities.  However,  we  would  like  to  thank 
and  congratulate  all  individuals,  groups,  and  organizations 
not  only  from  Oakham  but  also  from  our  neighboring  towns 
for  their  unselfish  effort  and  the  teamwork  and  cooperation 
that  was  evident  throughout  the  year. 

In  closing  we  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to 
the  people  of  Oakham  for  giving  us  the  opportunity  to  serve  on 
this  Committee  and  to  play  a  part  in  a  year  in  the  history  of 
Oakham  that  will  long  be  remembered  with  pride  and  satis¬ 
faction.

The  dog  year  begins  on  April  1,  and  ends 

on  the  follow- 

ing  March  31.  Since  the  law  does  not  require 

that 

a  bill  or 

notice  be  sent,  the  responsibility  rests  with  dog  owners,  or 
keepers,  to  remember  to  license  their  dogs  by  April  first  each 
year.  Licenses  are  usually  available  by  March  20.  Each  year 
more  licensing  is  done  by  mail,  which  saves  time  and  travel. 
Checks  should  be  made  out  to  the  Town  of  Oakham. 

Under  the  provisions  of  a  law  approved  in  January,  1962, 
a  dog  owner  need  only  show  the  clerk  the  spaying  certificate 
to  qualify  for  the  two-dollar  fee.  Previously  he  was  required 
to  file  it  with  the  clerk. 

The  metal  tags,  given  with  the  license,  to  be  attached  to 
the  dog’s  collar  or  harness,  are  evidence  of  licensing,  and  also 
help  in  identifying  the  owners  of  stray  dogs.  Persons  having 
a  stray  dog  on  their  premises,  should  report  that  fact,  within 
forty-eight  hours  after  its  arrival,  to  the  police  or  dog  officer, 
who  will  endeavor  to  return  the  lost  animal  to  its  owner.

Two  laws  passed  in  1962  relate  to  hunting.  The  first, 
approved  March  5,  makes  it  mandatory  for  hunters,  during 
the  deer  season,  to  wear  at  least  200  square  inches  of  daylight 
fluorescent  red  or  orange  clothing  or  material  on  head,  chest, 
and  back,  or  on  chest  and  back.  The  effectiveness  of  these 
colors  was  proved  during  the  past  deer  season,  when  for  the 
first  time  in  many  years,  not  one  accident  occured  in  the  state 
which  could  be  attributed  to  a  hunter’s  being  mistaken  for 
game,  or  being  in  the  line  of  fire  of  another  hunter.  While  the 
law  now  applies  to  deer  hunters  only,  sportsmen  are  advised 
to  wear  the  safety  colors  at  all  times  while  hunting.  The  other 
law,  approved  May  11,  permits  hunting  on  legal  holidays. 

Twelve  hunting  licenses  were  issued  to  minors  during 
1962.  All  persons  between  the  ages  of  15  and  18  must  have 
the  written  consent  of  parents  or  guardians  to  obtain  a  license. 
Minors  between  the  ages  of  12  and  15  cannot  have  a  license, 
but  may  hunt  if  accompanied  by  a  licensed  adult,  provided 
that  a  single  bag  limit  shall  be  observed,  and  only  one  firearm 
possessed  by  the  two.  Only  one  minor  per  adult  is  permitted. 

Aliens  may  obtain  a  permit  to  hunt  or  possess  firearms 
by  writing  to  The  Director,  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game, 
73  Tremont  Street,  Boston  8,  Mass.

Annual  Town  Meeting 
March  5 

Votes  on  election  of  officers  and  on  routine  articles 
have  been  omitted.  For  appropriations  not  included,  see  the 
department  reports  and  the  statement  of  accounts  prepared 
by  the  accounting  officer. 

IT  WAS  VOTED: 

Article  1 

That  the  annual  reports  be  accepted  as  printed,  and  that  a 
rising  vote  of  thanks  be  given  to  those  responsible  for  the 
reports. 

Article  6,  under  which  amount  are  “raised  and  appropriated 
or  appropriated  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  to  pay 
salaries,  expenses,  and  outlays  of  the  several  town  depart¬ 
ments  for  the  ensuing  year.”  Action  on  three  of  the  items 
follows: 

The  motion  listing  amounts  to  be  raised  and  appropriated 
for  Health  and  Sanitation,  included  $700  as  the  amount 
recommended  for  the  town  dump.  An  amendment  that 
the  $700  be  struck  out  was  revised  to  “reduce  the  amount 
from  $700  to  $200”.  The  amendment  as  revised  was 
approved,  36  to  18,  so  the  total  amount  voted  for  Health 
and  Sanitation  was  $310. 

Because  of  uncertainty  regarding  the  voice  vote  on  the 
amount  to  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  Streets  and 
Highways,  which  included  Snow  Removal  and  Sanding, 
and  Street  Lights,  the  moderator  called  for  a  show  of 
hands.  39  were  in  favor;  15  were  opposed,  so  $9,000  was 
the  amount  approved  for  the  two  items. 

$2,500  for  the  Stabilization  Fund  was  recommended  un¬ 
der  the  motion  on  Recreation  and  Unclassified.  An 
amendment  was  made  that  the  amount  be  raised  to 
$4,000.  The  vote  on  the  amendment  by  show  of  hands 
indicated  that  52  were  in  favor,  5  opposed.  So  the  total 
amount  voted  for  Recreation  and  Unclassified  was 
$5,728.41. 

Article  8 

That  the  sum  of  $1,100  be  raised  and  appropriated  to 
meet  the  town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  81  Highway 
Maintenance,  and  that,  in  addition,  the  treasurer  be  auth¬ 
orized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $12,100  to  meet  the  state’s 
share  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  giving  the  note,  or  notes 
of  the  town  therefor,  these  notes  to  be  paid  from  the 
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reimbursements  to  be  received  from  the  state  upon  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  work. 

Article  9 

That  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  mee' 
the  town  s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  90  Maintenance, 
and  that,  in  addition,  the  sum  of  $4,000  be  appropriated 
from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  to  meet  the  state’s 
and  county’s  share  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  reimburse¬ 
ments  to  be  restored,  upon  their  receipt,  to  surplus  reve¬ 
nue. 

Article  10 

The  motion  was  made  that  Article  10  be  tabled,  and  that 
a  special  town  meeting  be  held  at  a  future  date  to  discuss 
this  article,  the  vote  to  be  taken  by  written  ballot. 

The  reason  —  “As  it  now  stands  at  the  time  of  this 
meeting,  we  property  owners  have  been  notified  by  legal 
notification  from  the  Worcester  County  Commissioners 
that  they  are  taking  by  eminent  domain  proceedings  pro¬ 
perty  along  this  so-called  New  Braintree  Road,  and  on 
into  our  so-called  Maple  Street.  If  the  road  is  built  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  plans  registered  under  this  legal  decree  No. 
2035,  dated  June  1,  1961,  it  might  result  in  considerable 
property  damages  that  will  have  to  be  paid  by  the  town 
of  Oakham.  This  is  so  stated  in  this  legal  notification. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  several  other  legal 
questions  that  should  be  resolved  before  any  further 
action  is  taken.” 

After  much  discussion  preparation  was  made  to  have 
the  vote  taken  by  written  ballot.  The  moderator  an¬ 
nounced  that  a  two-thirds  vote  was  required  to  table  an 
article.  William  C.  Dermody  and  Percy  F.  Wilbur  were 
appointed  to  act  as  ballot  clerks.  The  result  of  the  voting 
was  36  in  favor,  40  opposed. 

The  motion  was  then  made  that  the  sum  of  $3,000 
be  raised  and  appropriated  to  meet  the  town’s  share  of 
the  cost  of  Chapter  90  Highway  Construction,  and  that,  in 
addition,  the  sum  of  $9,000  be  appropriated  from  avail¬ 
able  funds  in  the  treasury  to  meet  the  state’s  and  coun¬ 
ty’s  share  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  reimbursements  to  be 
restored,  upon  their  receipt,  to  surplus  revenue,  and  that 
these  funds  be  used  for  improvements  to  New  Braintree 
Road. 

An  amendment  was  offered  and  accepted  that  the 
due  process  of  law  under  Chapter  41,  Section  81,  I,  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws  be  followed.  The  section  provides  that  plans 
for  building  roads  be  referred  to  the  Planning  Board. 
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The  original  motion  with  the  amendment  that  the 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Planning  Board  for  a  report  to 
be  made  within  45  days,  was  approved. 

Article  11 

That  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriated  from  the  Overlay 
Surplus  for  the  purposes  of  a  Reserve  Fund. 

Article  12 

That  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  transferred  from  the  Highway 
Machinery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Machinery  Account. 
Article  13 

That  the  Board  of  Assessors  be  authorized  and  instructed 
to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,000  from  available  funds  in 
the  treasury  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  tax  rate  for 
the  current  year. 

Article  14 

That  the  following  trust  funds  be  accepted: 

The  trust  fund  of  $100  received  from  Mrs.  Joseph 
Perey  for  perpetual  care  of  Lot  No.  87  in  Pine  Grove 
Cemetery. 

The  trust  fund  of  $100  received  from  Mrs.  Herman 
Dean  for  perpetual  care  of  Lot  No.  77  in  South  Ceme¬ 
tery. 

The  trust  fund  of  $100  received  from  Mr.  Frank 
Davis  for  perpetual  care  of  Lot  No.  80  in  Pine  Grove 
Cemetery. 

Article  15 

That  the  report  of  the  Oakham  Bicentennial  Committee, 
as  printed  on  page  33  of  the  Annual  Reports  for  1961, 
be  accepted  as  a  report  of  progress,  and  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  be  continued  for  another  year. 

Article  16 

That  the  town  accept  from  Howard  S.  Dean  a  certain  par¬ 
cel  of  land  on  North  Brookfield  Road,  adjacent  to  and 
southerly  of  the  South  Cemetery  and  shown  on  plan  en¬ 
titled  “Plan  of  Land  located  in  Oakham,  Mass.,  to  be  con¬ 
veyed  to  the  Town  of  Oakham  by  Howard  S.  Dean,  R.H. 
Lonergan,  C.E.,  March  3,  1962”,  this  land  to  be  used  for 
cemetery  purposes.  It  was  also  voted  that  Mr.  Dean  be 
given  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  for  his  generosity,  and  also 
that  he  be  granted,  free  of  charge,  his  choice  of  one  family 
lot  within  this  parcel. 

Articles  17  and  18 

That  the  combined  report  of  the  Oakham  School  Study 
Committee  and  the  Oakham  Regional  School  District 
Planning  Committee,  as  printed  on  page  34  of  the  Annual 
Reports  for  1961,  be  accepted  as  a  report  of  progress,  and 
that  the  committees  be  continued  for  another  year. 
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Article  19 

That  the  900  gallon  International  Fire  Tanker  offered  to 
the  town  by  the  Fire  Department  be  accepted,  and  that 
the  members  of  the  Fire  Department  be  given  a  vote  of 
thanks  for  the  time  and  effort  that  they  have  given  to 
construct  this  valuable  piece  of  equipment  for  the  town. 
A  round  of  applause  followed  the  vote. 

Except  as  stated,  votes  were  unanimous.  The  meeting 
adjourned  at  11  P.M. 

60  voters,  20.3%  of  the  295  registered,  cast  ballots  in  the 
election  of  town  officers.  78  voters,  26.4%  of  those  regis¬ 
tered  attended  the  business  meeting. 

Total  amount  to  be  raised  and  appropriated — $124,037.53, 
which  is  $9,011.50  more  than  was  voted  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  1961.

An  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  town  for  the  period  ending 
August  20,  1962,  was  made  by  the  Department  of  Corporations 
and  Taxations,  Bureau  of  Accounts,  in  accordance  with  Chap¬ 
ter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  Balance  Sheet  showing  the  condition  of  the  various 
accounts  of  the  town  as  of  August  20,  1962  is  included  in  the 
financial  section  of  this  report. 

The  appropriation  to  the  stabilization  fund  was  increased 
to  $4,000  this  year  as  it  appears  possible  that  the  town  may 
enter  into  a  school  building  program  in  the  near  future.  The 
balance  in  this  fund  as  of  August  20,  1962  was  $5,524.99. 

STREETS  and  HIGHWAYS 

General  Maintenance  of  streets  and  roads  under  Chapter 
81  and  90  Maintenance  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Work  started  on  the  reconstruction  of  New  Braintree 
Road  in  1961  was  continued  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  a  total 
of  approximately  1200  feet  was  completed.  Progress  on  this 
section  of  road  has  been  relatively  slow  because  of  the  large 
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amount  of  embankment  and  drainage  necessary  to  insure  a 
stable  roadway.  However,  it  appears  that  the  most  difficult 
section  of  the  road  has  been  completed  and  that  progress,  par¬ 
ticularly  towards  the  New  Braintree  line  will  be  more  rapid. 

GENERAL 

Most  of  the  activity  during  1962  centered  around  the 
town’s  Bicentennial  Anniversary  celebration.  Members  of  the 
Board  met  with  the  Bicentennial  Committee  regularly 
throughout  the  year  and  gave  their  assistance  whenever  pos¬ 
sible.  A  complete  report  of  the  celebration  will  be  found  in 
the  report  of  the  Bicentennial  Celebration  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  TREASURER 

The  close  of  the  year  1962  found  the  town  in  a  better 
position  financially  than  it  was  a  year  ago. 

"  ,  )j 

Municipal  debt  was  reduced  by  $12,400.  At  December 
31,  1S62,  total  debt  owed  by  the  town  amounted  to  $24,600, 
of  which  $12,100  represented  highway  maintenance  funds  re¬ 
imbursable  by  the  Commonwealth.  Revenue  anticipation  bor¬ 
rowing  during  1962  for  the  general  fund  consisted  of  one  trans¬ 
action  only.  This  was  for  $25,000,  at  a  favorable  interest  rate, 
and  it  was  repaid  in  1962  six  months  later. 

General  and  trust  fund  cash  balances  increased  to 
$67,693.65  at  December  31,  1962,  compared  with  $67,537.17 
at  the  end  of  1961. 

During  the  year  more  than  $226,000  was  received  by  the 
Treasurer  and  approximately  the  same  total  was  disbursed. 
These  amounts  are  considerably  in  excess  of  the  $124,000  voted 
at  the  1962  Town  Meeting  to  be  raised  and  appropriated. 

In  the  receipts  and  payment  of  these  moneys  during  1962', 
more  than  3,600  separate  cash  transactions  were  handled.  In 
addition,  frequent  periodic  reports  to  various  agencies  of  the 
Federal  and  state  governments,  as  well  as  to  the  county  and 
other  political  entities,  were  required  to  be  filed,  many  of 
them  calling  for  a  related  payment.  Payrolls  were  regularly 
processed  every  two  weeks,  every  month,  or  at  other  inter¬ 
vals  depending  upon  their  series,  and  individual  records  of 
employees’  gross  and  net  earnings  were  currently  maintained 
for  year-end  income  tax  and  government  returns.  Further¬ 
more,  negotiations  with  banking  institutions  were  necessary 
in  borrowing  or  retiring  debt. 

The  treasuryship  of  Oakham  thus  is  an  active  and  serious 
responsibility.  I  am  glad  to  have  had  the  opportunity  to  have 
served  the  town,  and  am  grateful  for  the  confidence  placed  in 
me.  My  thanks  are  extended  to  fellow  officials  and  to  the 
townspeople  for  their  helpfulness  and  cooperation.

I  hereby  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1962. 

During  the  past  year  28  Treasury  Warrants  were  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  examination  and 
approval  and  paid  by  the  Treasurer.  The  warrants  listed 
expenditures  which  totalled  $223,116.32.  In  addition  $529.44 
was  listed  and  expended  from  the  Alden  Fund. 

Receipts  for  1962  totalled  $219,775.11  in  the  general  fund, 
and  $664.65  for  the  Alden  Fund.  The  cash  balance  on  hand 
January  1,  1963  was  $30,189.71. 

The  outstanding  debt  of  the  Town  as  of  December  31, 
1962,  stands  at  $12,500.00.  Of  this  amount  $8,000.00  is  inside 
the  debt  limit,  and  $4,500.00  is  outside  the  debt  limit  A  tem¬ 
porary  loan  of  $12,100.00  will  be  paid  in  1963  from  reimburse¬ 
ment  by  the  Commonwealth  on  a  highway  contract. 

A  balance  Sheet  showing  the  financial  standing  of  the 
Town  will  be  found  in  this  report  along  with  a  statement  show¬ 
ing  the  expenditures  from  various  appropriations  and  other 
accounts.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  takes  pleasure  in  presenting  the  fifth 
annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Oakham. 

The  Board  organized  for  the  year  1962  with  Richard  G. 
Riley  as  chairman,  Charles  R.  Dean  as  clerk  and  with  the 
following  other  members:  Mrs.  Eloise  Kuhner,  Russell  E.  Crom- 
bie  and  Francis  Brennan. 

As  a  result  of  the  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and 
at  the  request  of  Roger  H.  Lonergan,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board  viewed  New  Braintree 
Road  and  the  road  plans,  as  the  Planning  Board,  established 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  81A  of  Chapter  41  of  the 
General  Laws,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  I  is  required 
to  review  any  and  all  plans  or  changes  in  public  ways. 

At  this  time  the  Board  recommended  that  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  New  Braintree  Road  start  at  Mr.  Sampson’s  and 
continue  towards  New  Braintree  as  far  as  Lincoln  Road  with 
the  grade  at  Mr.  Bullard’s  kept  at  a  minimum. 

The  base  map  of  the  town  has  been  acquired  and  is  being 
brought  up  to  date  with  all  new  homes,  roads,  state  property, 
ponds,  lakes  and  water  supplies  and  also  all  available  fire 
roads  leading  into  woodlands  being  recorded.  A  member  of 
the  board  attended  a  selectmen’s  meeting  with  the  property 
owners  on  Lake  Dean  to  discuss  road  conditions  there. 

We  also  approved  the  Plan  of  Land  at  South  Cemetery, 
given  to  the  town  by  Howard  S.  Dean. 

Through  circumstances  beyond  our  control,  we  were  un¬ 
able  to  hold  as  many  meetings  as  we  would  have  liked  during 
the  year  1962.  Although  some  meetings  were  cancelled,  pro¬ 
gress  on  the  map  continued  and  other  pertinent  matters  were 
taken  care  of. 

Or  aim  for  the  coming  year  is  to  complete  the  Base  Map.

The  Regional  School  District  Planning  Committee  con¬ 
tinued  its  meetings  with  the  towns  of  Barre,  Hardwick,  Hub- 
bardston  and  West  Brookfield  until  when  it 

was  voted  to  form  a  Regional  School  District  Planning  Board 
including  the  towns  of  Barre,  Hardwick,  Hubbardston  and 
Oakham. 

This  Board  has  prepared  an  agreement  for  the  formation 
of  a  Regional  School  District  composed  of  these  four  towns  and 
also  has  completed  and  forwarded  to  the  printer  a  brochure 
with  estimated  costs,  recommendations  and  copies  of  the 
agreement  and  the  laws  pertaining  to  regional  school  districts. 

The  portion  of  the  report  referring  to  Oakham  follows: 

OAKHAM 

At  the  present  time  Oakham  pupils  in  grades  1  through  8 
attend  the  Oakham  Center  school  while  pupils  in  grades  9  to 
12,  inclusive,  are  sent  to  secondary  schools  in  neighboring 
towns,  or  to  vocational  schools,  on  a  tuition  basis.  The  town 
pays  the  cost  of  tuition  and  pays  the  parents  of  each  pupil 
a  certain  amount  for  transportation.  The  parents  then  make 
their  own  arrangements  for  transporting  their  children  to  and 
from  school. 

The  Center  school,  located  in  the  lower  part  of  the  town 
hall  building,  has  three  good  rooms  suitable  for  two  grades 
each  and  a  room  in  the  basement  that  is  being  used  tempo¬ 
rarily  for  the  other  two  grades.  We  do  not  expect  to  be  able 
to  use  this  room  after  1965. 

Our  most  pressing  needs  at  the  present  time  are  for  addi¬ 
tional  space  for  at  least  two  grades,  better  facilities  for  our 
7th  and  8th  grades  and  a  permanent  arrangement  for  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  our  high  school  students. 

During  the  course  of  our  studies  we  have  considered  the 
following  plans: 

1.  Construction  of  our  own  elementary  school,  probably 
for  grades  4  through  8. 

2.  Joining  with  another  town  in  a  regional  elementary 

school  for  grades  5  through  8. 

3.  Joining  with  one  or  more  other  towns  in  a  regional 
junior  high  school  district. 

4.  Joining  with  one  or  more  other  towns  in  a  regional 
junior-senior  high  school  district. 
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The  adoption  of  plans  1,  2  or  3,  while  desirable  in  some 
respects,  still  leaves  us  with  the  problem  of  arriving  at  an 
acceptable  and  permanent  arrangement  for  the  education  of 
our  senior  high  school  students.  Up  to  the  present  time  we 
have  been  unable  to  work  out  any  such  plan  and  there  seems 
little  prospect  of  our  being  able  to  do  so  in  the  future. 

Plan  4  would  leave  us  with  three  good  rooms  for  our  1st 
through  6th  grade  pupils,  would  provide  better  facilities  for 
our  7th  and  8th  grade  pupils  and  would  give  us  a  permanent 
and  secure  arrangement  for  the  education  of  our  senior  high 
school  students.

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REPORT  OF  THE  QUABOAG  WELFARE  DISTRICT 

We,  as  public  welfare  workers,  are  amazed  to  see  how 
quickly  our  attitudes  change  with  the  realization  that  the 
annoying  characteristics  are  not  restricted  to  relief  clients  but 
cut  across  all  economic  and  social  levels. 

As  workers  in  this  field  we  are  apt  to  find  we  have  our 
greatest  difficulty  in  being  fair  to  the  client  who  does  not 
conduct  his  life  according  to  our  moral  code.  What 
should  be  our  attitude  toward  the  man  who  is  a 
chronic  alcoholic  or  the  woman  who  ignores  the  marriage 
conventions?  We  would  probably  find  it  helpful  to  try  to 
understand  the  reason  for  these  actions.  It  is  generally 
recognized  now  that  chronic  alcoholism  is  often  an  escape 
mechanism  and  that  it  is  seldom  related  to  what  we  call 
“morals”.  Discovering  what  the  man  is  trying  to  escape  from 
may  be  enlightening.  We  probably  cannot  do  much  to  help 
him  overcome  his  habit,  but  if  we  understand  what  is  back 
of  it  we  shall  find  it  easier  to  be  fair  to  him.  The  same  is  true 
of  the  woman.  If  we  understand  why  she  lives  as  she  does  we 
shall  be  less  likely  to  spoil  our  approach  to  her  and  her  pro¬ 
blem  by  a  too  evident  disapproval  of  her  actions.  It  is  our 
business  to  give  relief  where  it  is  needed  —  not  to  reform. 

Various  changes  affecting  some  of  the  programs  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Assistance: 

Old  Age  Assistance,  Section  2-A  —  Single  children  living 
with  parents  and  single  children  living  apart  from  parents 
have  increased  exempted  incomes  to  $2470.00  and  $2700.00 
annually  respectively.  Married  children  have  increased  ex¬ 
empted  incomes  to  $4750.00  per  year. 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged,  Section  30  —  Married 
children  have  increased  exempted  incomes  to  $4750.00  per 
year. 

Transportation  Allowance,  O.A.A.,  Section  1-A  of  Chap¬ 
ter  118- A  of  the  General  Laws  —  Transportation  allowance  in¬ 
creased  from  $4.00  to  $5.00  per  month.  This  change  became 
effective  in  the  grants  to  recipients  for  the  month  of  October, 
1962. 

Reductions  in  Residence  requirement  for  Old  Age  Assist¬ 
ance  —  Section  1  of  Chapter  118  amended,  and  now  provides 
as  a  basis  of  eligibility  that  a  person  must  have  resided  con¬ 
tinuously  in  the  State  for  one  year  immediately  preceding 
the  date  of  application.  This  change  became  effective  August 
5,  1962.  Previously  under  this  section  of  the  law  an  applicant 
for  O.A.A.  was  eligible  only  if  he  or  she  resided  in  the  State 
continuously  during  the  year  preceding  the  date  of  applica- 
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tion,  and  for  at  least  two  more  years  during  the  nine  years 
preceding  the  date  of  application. 

Fitness  of  Parents  in  Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  Changes 
in  Section  2  and  3  of  Chapter  118  of  the  General  Laws  elimin¬ 
ates  the  requirements  of  fitness  of  the  parent  and  suitability  of 
the  home,  effective  9/9/62. 

The  federal  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Wel¬ 
fare  has  established  a  temporary  public  assistance  program  for 
Cuban  refugees.  The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  meet  the 
basic  needs  of  Cuban  refugees  on  a  temporary  basis  pending 
return  to  their  homeland.  Committees  granting  public  assist¬ 
ance  under  this  program  are  entitled  to  100%  Federal  reim¬ 
bursement.  These  cases  must  meet  certain  eligibility  factors 
according  to  the  public  assistance  laws  in  determining  need 
and  before  aid  can  be  rendered.

Two  clinics  for  oral  polio  vaccine  administration  were 
conducted  during  the  year.  At  the  first  one,  held  on  May 
11th  158  type  1  doses  were  administered,  and  at  the  second 
on  June  14th,  161  doses  of  type  three  were  given. 

Present  plans  call  for  a  clinic  for  type  one  vaccine  for 
adults  up  to  45  years  of  age  early  in  1963  and  a  clinic  for  type 
2  vaccine  in  March  of  1963. 

Routine  duties  of  the  Board  were  continued  throughout 
the  year,  water  from  domestic  water  supplies  were  tested, 
five  cases  of  dog  bite  were  investigated,  permits  were  issued 
and  water  used  for  bathing  was  tested. 

At  the  request  of  several  citizens  the  entrance  to  the 
town  dump  was  changed  from  Sanders  Road  to  South  Road. 
This  still  leaves  much  to  be  desired  and  it  appears  that  the 
only  satisfactory  solution  would  be  the  relocation  of  the  dump. 

The  rodent  control  program,  started  in  1961  has  been 
continued  and  appears  to  be  quite  effective.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Just  as  “Rome  was  not  built  in  a  day”  neither  are  school 
problems  quickly  or  easily  solved.  Progress  has  been  made 
during  the  year  in  three  areas: 

1.  An  extensive  program  of  repairs  and  painting  was  carried 
out  during  the  year  to  improve  the  appearance  and  com¬ 
fort  of  the  rooms.

PRINCIPAL  S  REPORT  -  OAKHAM  SCHOOL 

Oakham  School  has  an  enrollment  of  98  pupils  with  a  staff 
of  4  teachers- 

During  this  past  year,  the  physical  condition  of  the  school 
has  been  improved  in  many  ways:  storm  windows  for  all  the 
windows,  one  room  was  painted  and  had  new  tack  boards 
put  up,  and  new  furniture  has  been  installed  for  the  pupils 
in  grades  3  through  6. 

A  science  table  with  supplies,  a  fine  table  for  work,  and 
the  gift  of  a  record  player  are  helpful. 

A  new  reading  series  was  started  in  all  the  grades  last 
September.  Readers  of  the  Ginn  Co.  are  used  in  grades  1 
through  6  and  those  of  Houghton  Miflin  Co.  in  grades  7  and 
8.  We  have  also  received  many  supplementary  readers  and 
library  books  for  grades  1  through  8. 

We  introduced  conversational  French  in  grades  3-8  with 
three  periods  a  week. 

We  gave  Lorge  Thorndike  Intelligence  Tests  and  also  the 
Iowa  Achievement  Tests.  The  latter  tests  help  the  teachers 
to  evaluate  their  accomplishments  with  others  of  the  nation. 

I  feel  that  with  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  superin¬ 
tendents,  the  supervisors,  and  teachers  who  are  ready  to  give 
additional  time  for  courses,  our  pupils  are  fortunate.

REPORT  OF  THE  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

Oakham,  Mass. 

All  pupils  in  the  third  and  fourth  grades  have  once  again 
been  given  a  full  year’s  instruction  in  music  theory.  This 
course  has  a  two-fold  purpose.  Primarily,  it  introduces  the 
child  to  the  basic  terms  and  expressions  found  in  music  and 
attempts  to  teach  fundamental  facts  concerning  time  signa¬ 
tures,  key  signatures,  scales,  musical  notation,  and  rhythmic 
patterns.  It  is  hoped  that  the  knowledge  acquired  in  this 
course  will  serve  as  a  basis  for  the  music  reading  program  in 
the  upper  grades.  The  second  purpose  of  the  course  is  to 
acquaint  the  child  with  a  beginner’s  instrument,  the  tonette, 
and  to  formulate  good  study  and  practice  habits.  In  many 
cases  the  degree  of  the  child’s  success  in  dealing  with  the 
tonette  will  aid  in  determining  potential  achievement  on  a 
band  or  orchestral  instrument. 

Instrumental  instruction  is  offered  to  any  child  who  is 
academically  qualified  and  who  has  reached  the  fourth  grade 
level.  Three  instrumental  classes  are  held  weekly  serving 
beginning,  intermediate,  and  advanced  students.  These  stu¬ 
dents  have  an  opportunity  to  perform  ensemble  and  solo  selec¬ 
tions  at  graduation  and  various  evening  performances  through¬ 
out  the  year.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  more  advanced  stu¬ 
dents  may  be  guided  toward  private  instructions  and  will  uti¬ 
lize  their  talents  in  high  school  musical  organizations. 
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I  would  like  to  thank  Mrs.  Hawkes  and  the  entire  faculty 
of  Oakham  Center  School  for  their  encouragement  and  support 
of  this  program.

OAKHAM  SCHOOL  1962  -  63 
Conversational  French 

A  program  of  conversational  French  has  been  introduced 
in  September  at  the  Oakham  school  for  the  six  upper  grades. 

72  puupils  participate  in  this  program  as  follows: 

25  pupils  in  the  3rd  and  4th  grades, 

25  in  the  5th  and  6th,  and 
22  in  the  7th  and  8th  grades. 

There  are  three  periods  on  each  of  three  days  a  week: 
thirty  minute  each  for  the  two  younger  classes  and  forty-five 
minutes  for  the  7th  and  8th  each  day,  for  a  total  of  1V2  hours 
for  the  3rd  and  4th,  l1/?  hours  for  the  5th  and  6th,  and  2r/$ 
hours  for  the  7th  and  8th  each  week. 

The  teacher  is  a  native  of  France  and  speaks  French  flu¬ 
ently. 

The  program  has  considerable  success.  Most  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  take  great  interest  in  it.  After  the  visible  success  of  the 
Christmas  party  in  which  the  children  sang  a  French  carol, 
many  parents  expressed  their  approval  and  hoped  that  the 
program  will  be  continued. 

This  is  the  first  year  of  the  program  for  the  entire  school, 
so  all  grades  were  started  on  the  basic  words  by  identifying 
objects  with  the  use  of  “flash  cards.”  Posters  and  pictures 
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of  France  and  a  large  calendar  in  French  have  been  purchased 
to  familiarize  the  children  with  the  names  of  days  and  months. 

Filmstrips  taken  in  France  will  be  shown  in  the  coming 
weeks. 

Day-to-day  usual  sentences  and  expressions  are  being 
taught,  with  emphasis  on  correct  pronunciation. 

In  the  lower  grades,  a  ribbon  or  other  little  reward  given 
each  week  to  the  most  studious  pupils  seems  to  encourage 
interest,  provide  incentive. 

The  class  of  7th  and  8th  grades  is  progressing  most 
rapidly  and  is  working  on  longer  sentences- 

At  the  end  of  the  term,  rewards  will  be  given  to  the  boys 
and  girls  of  each  grade  who  are  most  deserving  by  their 
efforts  and  achievements.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

The  following  is  the  1962  Annual  Report  of  School  Health 
services,  as  school  nurse  of  Oakham  Center  School. 

Routine  physical  examinations  for  children  in  grades  one, 
four,  and  seven  were  given  by  Dr.  Channing  H.  Washburn, 
School  Physician,  assisted  by  the  school  nurse.  Written  no¬ 
tices  were  sent  to  all  parents  whose  children  were  found  to 
have  any  physical  defects. 

Vision,  hearing,  weighing,  and  measuring  examinations 
were  given  to  all  pupils  by  the  school  nurse  without  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  technicians.  Re-checks  have  been  completed  and  no¬ 
tices  have  been  sent  home  to  the  parents  of  children  who 
failed  the  test. 

Three  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  immunization  clinics  were 
held  for  pupils  in  grades  one,  four  and  seven.  There  were 
22  pupils  who  received  immunization. 

Oral  Polio  immunization  (Type  I  and  III)  was  offered  to 
all  pupils  by  the  Board  of  Health.  The  school  nurse  assisted 
at  these  clinics. 

One  Pre-school  registration  day  was  conducted. 

Other  routine  services  which  were  provided  during  year 
were  home  visits,  personal  interviews,  inspections,  first-aid, 
exclusion  of  sick  children,  conferences,  planning  with  and 
assisting  the  school  physician  in  clinics,  ordering  all  health 
supplies,  and  notifying  parents  of  physical  defects. 

Reports  required  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Health  in  the  areas  of  vision,  hearing,  physical  examination, 
and  physically  handicapped  children  were  compiled  and  sub¬ 
submitted  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

During  the  past  year  11,  253  lunches  were  served  on  189 
days,  and  15,477  half-pints  of  milk  were  consumed. 

The  Lunch  Program  is  reimbursed  nine  cents  for  each 
“Type  A”  lunch  sold  to  stludents,  and  three  cents  for  each  half¬ 
pint  of  milk  purchased  for  use  in  the  “Special  Milk  Program,’’ 
making  it  possible  to  give  the  children  an  adequate  lunch  for 
twenty-five  cents  and  still  be  a  self-supporting  program. 

In  May  we  were  visited  by  Miss  Geraldine  Shea,  School 
Lunch  inspector  from  the  Department  of  Education,  who 
found  our  program  satisfactory. 

A  recently  received  report  of  audit  was  completed  by  Mr. 
Paul  Paroyian  of  the  Office  of  School  Lunch  Programs,  con¬ 
tains  the  following  information: 

‘‘During  the  period  of  audit,  September  1,  1961,  to  Sep¬ 
tember  31,  1962,  the  program  showed  a  net  gain  of  $20.63. 
Surplus  as  of  September  30,  1962  was  valued  at  $542.22. 
This  office  recommends  that  the  net  assets  of  any  pro¬ 
gram  should  be  sufficient  to  cover  at  least  six  weeks  ope¬ 
rational  expenses  because  of  the  time  interval  between 
filing  of  the  claim  and  the  receipt  of  the  reimbursement 
check. 

Your  program,  based  on  the  average  monthly  expenses 
of  $422.16,  has  sufficient  funds  to  meet  approximately 
five  weeks  expenses. 

A  workable  budget,  based  on  each  dollar  of  income,  is 
Food,  60-65%;  Labor,  30-35%;  Other,  1-4%.  The  ratios 
computed  for  your  school  are  closely  aligned  with  those 
recommended. 

Participation  in  the  National  School  Lunch  Program  at 
60. 5U  of  the  daily  average  pupil  attendance  is  a  very 
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favorable  ratio.  You  and  your  staff  are  to  be  commended 
for  your  interest  in  the  Lunch  Program  ”

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  Trustees  of  Fobes  Memorial  Library: 

The  total  circulation  of  books  during  1962  was  4826.  Cir¬ 
culation  has  increased  due  to  the  fact  that  the  library  was 
opened  twice  a  week  during  the  time  schools  were  in  session. 
By  being  opened  twice  a  week  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday,  th 
library  qualified  in  getting  State  Aid. 

After  the  interior  was  painted,  each  book  was  taken  from 
the  shelf  and  dusted  for  our  eventful  Bicentennial  Program. 
Shelves  were  also  labeled.  A  book  rack  was  made  on  the 
table  for  the  first  and  second  grade  children.  Shelves  were 
made  to  hold  additional  books  in  the  adult  section.  A  new 
vacuum  cleaner  was  purchased  for  use  in  the  library. 

Ten  books  were  loaned  to  Oakham  residents  from  the 
inter-loan  system  of  the  Worcester  Free  Public  Library. 
Books  were  repaired  and  those  beyond  repair  were  removed 
from  the  shelves.  The  4-H  held  classes  Thursday  after 
school  in  the  library  basement. 

There  were  1270  adult  and  3556  children’s  books  issued. 
Magazine  circulation  was  458,  in  addition  to  those  read  in  the 
reading  room.  There  were  58  adult  books  purchased  and 
74  books  were  received  as  gifts,  also  83  children’s  books  were 
purchased  and  90  were  gifts.  Attendance  in  the  library  has 
been  very  good.  A  scrapbook  of  the  Bicentennial  events  is 
on  display  in  the  library. 

I  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  helped  make  this  past 
busy  year  a  successful  milestone  in  the  history  of  the  library 
building.

To  either  of  the  constables  of  the  Town  of  Oakham,  in  the 
County  of  Worcester: 

GREETINGS: 

In  the  name  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Oakham, 
County  of  Worcester,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you 
are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Oakham  qualified  to  vote  in  elections,  and  in  town  affairs  to 
meet  in  the  town  hall,  known  as  Memorial  Hall,  on  Monday, 
the  fourth  day  of  March  next  at  12M  at  which  time  the  polls 
will  be  opened.  Polls  will  be  closed  at  8  P.M. 

The  business  meeting  will  open  at  8  P.M.  then  and  there 
to  act  on  the  following  articles: 

Article  1.  To  hear  the  annual  reports  of  the  several  town 
officers  and  to  act  thereon. 

Article  2.  To  choose  one  Selectman,  one  Assessor,  one 
member  of  the  School  Committee,  one  Library  Trustee,  and 
one  member  of  the  Cemetery  Committee,  all  for  three  year 
terms;  one  member  of  the  Cemetery  Committee  for  a  two  year 
term;  one  Planning  Board  member  for  a  five  year  term;  a 
Moderator,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Tree  War¬ 
den  and  three  Fence  Viewers  for  one  year  terms,  all  on  one 
ballot. 

Article  3.  To  choose  all  the  necessary  town  officers  and 
committees  for  the  ensuing  year  not  required  to  be  elected  by 
ballot. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salaries 
and  compensation  of  all  elective  officers  of  the  town  as  pro¬ 
vided  for  by  Section  108,  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  allow 
for  men  and  equipment  used  in  repairing  highways  and  open¬ 
ing  roads  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury 
such  sums  of  money  as  are  necessary  to  pay  salaries,  expenses 
and  outlays  of  the  several  town  departments  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen  to  borrow  during 
the  current  fiscal  year,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  said 
year,  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  current 
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expenses  of  the  town,  giving  the  note  or  notes  of  the  town 
therefor,  these  notes  to  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  said  fis¬ 
cal  year. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  a 
sum  of  money  for  Chapter  81  Highway  Maintenance,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro¬ 
priate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  a 
sum  of  money  for  Chapter  90  Highway  Maintenance,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  or  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the  treas¬ 
ury  a  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  of  New  Braintree 
Road  under  Chapter  90  Highway  Construction,  or  tak  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500  from  the  Overlay  Surplus  for  the  purposes 
of  a  Reserve  Fund,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  transfer  the 
sum  of  $1,000  or  any  other  amount  from  the  Highway  Mach¬ 
inery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Machinery  Account,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  and 
instruct  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$5,000,  or  any  other  amount  from  available  funds  in  the  treas¬ 
ury  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  tax  levy  for  the  current 
year,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  any 
trust  funds  which  may  be  left  to  the  town  for  the  care  of  ceme¬ 
teries,  or  for  any  other  purpose. 

Article  15.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Oakham  Bicenten¬ 
nial  Celebration  Committee  and  to  act  thereon. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  $500  to  oil  a  section  of  Foley  Road,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Sec¬ 
tion  III  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  by 
Chapter  15,  Acts  of  1937,  providing  for  vacation  for  certain 
town  employees,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  $340  for  vacation  pay  for  the  highway 
employees,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Sec¬ 
tion  6C  of  Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws,  authorizing  the 
town  to  appropriate  money  for  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice 
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from  such  private  ways  within  its  limits  and  open  to  public 
use  as  may  be  designated  by  the  selectmen,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Section 
6F  of  Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws  authorizing  the  town  to 
make  certain  repairs  on  private  ways  which  have  been  opened 
to  the  public  for  six  years  or  more,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  abolish  the 
office  of  Town  Auditor  as  provided  by  Chapter  41,  Section  55. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  increase  the 
salary  of  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  to  $325.00 
per  annum,  the  clerk  of  the  committee  to  receive  $125.00  and 
the  other  two  members  $100.00  respectively,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase 
Dean  Reservoir  together  with  all  rights  appurtenant  or  con¬ 
nected  with  the  same,  including  the  dam  at  said  Reservoir, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1700  to  meet  the  cost 
of  purchase  and  legal  expenses  incurred  in  acquiring  the  same, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
Massachusetts  Electric  Company  to  install  one  street  light  on 
North  Brookfield  Road  in  the  vicinity  of  property  owned  by 
Adam  Chestna,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5,123.18,  or  any  sum  less  than  this  amount,  from 
available  funds  in  the  treasury,  if  and  when  such  funds  are 
received  from  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  permanent  repair  of 
a  section  of  Barre  Road,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a 
resuscitator  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  to 
meet  the  cost  thereof,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

And  you  are  required  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting 
attested  copies  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  said  town 
seven  days  at  least  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting.
